Gentlemen, 

I have  th  0 riw  .cio  ur  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  Health  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the 
year  1941. 

Owing  to  the  war  with  resultant  depletion  of  staff 
and  additional  duties  in  connection  with  Civil  Defence  the 
year  has  been  a strenuous  one  for  the  Health  Department 
General  health  conditions  continued  to  'be  satisfactory  however,, 

The  Death  Rate  was  12047  which  is'  lower  than  the  rate 
for  1940  (13«17)  and  compares  favourably  with  the  Death  Rate  for 
England  and  Wales  as  a whole  (12*9  j e The  Birth  Rate  of  17.7  shows 
an  increase  on  that  for  the  previous  year  (13,9) . 

Infant  Mortality  shows  a rate  of  45.4  which  is 
satisfactory.  The  Infant  Mortality  rate  for  the  whole  of 
England  and  Wales  and  for  the  smaller  towns  is  59  and  56 
respectively. 

Deaths  from  Cancer  numbered  58,  rather  more  than  during 

1940,  (47). 

Infectious  Disease  notifications  were  more  numerous 
than  in  the  previous  year  due  to  the  incidence  of  measles  and 
whooping  cough  which  reached  mild  epidemic  proportions  during 
the  month  of  July. 

Much  headway  was  made  in  the  campaign  against 
diphtheria  during  the  year  by  the  mass  immunisation  of  children 
in  the  Borough.  On  the  whole  the  Council Ts  scheme  offering  the 
treatment  free  met  with  a satisfactory  response  and  the  work  is 
still  being  actively  pursued. 

I have  to  thank  my  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  and  other 
members  of  the  Staff  for  their  assistance  in  compiling  this 
report. 

I also  wish  to  express  my  gratitude  to  Aid.  E.  Houghton 
J. P.  Chairman,  and  to  the  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  the 
help  and  encouragement  given  to  me  during  the  year.

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 


Eleven  houses  none  of  which  were  Council  houses  were 
found  to  be  infested  with  bed  bugs  during  the  year  and  disinfest- 
ation by  fumigation  and  spraying  was  carried  out  in  each  case. 


In  many  instances  the  owner  or  occupier  was  advised  to 
strip  and  carefully  remove  and  burn  all  wall  paper.  All  removable 
woodwork  such  as  mouldings,  architraves  and  skirtings  were  eased  or 
entirely  removed  and  the  room  thoroughly  sprayed  prior  to  fumigation. 
The  infestations  were  generally  of  a mild  character. 


Investigations  were  made  regarding  the  possible  infest- 
ation of  furniture  and  other  belongings  of  incoming  tenants  to 
Council  houses  and  in  no  case  was  it  found  necessary  to  carry  cut 

disinfestation. 


The  actual  work  of  disinfestation  is  carried  out  by  the 
Health  Department  but  the  removal  and  replacement  of  all  woodwork 
etc*,  is  carried  out  by  the  owner  or  occupier.
